Just think of ity the Inw imposes a tax of two
dollare a gallon upon whisky, and yot the
market quotations are fnguently given below
the mmount of the tax, and sometimes eyen ns
low ns 8150 to $1°60 per gallon, or 40 to 50 cents
o gallon less than the tuy iteell,

No ope who has not been amongst the places
where this illegal wagufacture 1s sarried on can
be aware of its extent The most stronnous
exertions are being mude to ferret out and
arrest all who ure engaged o it

A number have been Intely eelzed, and the
offenders arrested, In convequence, there have
heen some rich developments in regard 10 Lhe
fraudulent distillers. Wiln the object of look:
ing into thenr modus operandi, our roporier re-
cently vistted, in company with one of he As
seasors of Internal Revenue, the distillery nt No,
1726 Joues pirect.

In the first place, It had been rianning whisky
out of the cistern into barrels in the abeence of
at Inspecior, three barrcls being run off wilh-
out havin tbc lospector's mark upon them, lo
the second place, there was whisky in barrels,
neither lnspected, guaged, nor marked, on the
ground floor. Third. A rectifying apparatos in
the samae Jpromises, in operation without «
license, Fourth. No security in the Custom
House, although it had a patent Government
lock upon the door, yet with a screw-driver
ithe Asscssor opened the door by the
vemoval of fowr sorews, Fifth, The bonded
warehouse he found in the same condition.
Although it had a large patent lock, he opened
the warehouse by the removal of the sorews in
the hinges, (This warehouse was by the side of
the rectifying establishment.) Bixth, The key
of the eistern-house lock was in possession vl
ope of the workmen found there at 10 o'olock P,
M. Beventh. The books were fraudulently kept,
fmperfect in every particular, and no record
kept at all for pearly s month, although ron-
ning day sand night; and by these books it
wou i be supposed there had been only three
sales made —one barrel each to two persons nnd
whree barrels to another; in fact, but little done
all thiz time, althongh operating all the time,
No certificate was appended to the book, as i=
required, from the Aseistant Assessor of that
Division, who would appear to have been dere-
liet in his duty in not visiting the place and
making his report regularly, as reqoired by law.
Upon the firet point the law requires an lo-
spector Lo be present at all times when the stills
are running.

# momeut without being inspected, gunged, and
marked immediately with the name ot distil-
ler, inspector, number of gallons, pumber of

ald, and then mumedintely removed to the
yonded wurechouse, under lus eye, sud pul
under lock and key, the latter of which Le
holds, and eannot be removed but ug‘an certit
cate from the Collector of the tax being puid,
und spproved by the Assessor,

Fourth, The cistern-house must be secured
in every way, so that no one ean get into it but
the Inepector, who holds the key, and alone is
bound by law to open it.

This house has to have two or more ciaterns,
ench to be ot sufficient ecapacity to hold all the
spirits distilled duriug twenty-four hours, such
oistern and the room to be in charge of and
uuder the lock and seal of the Inspector, and
the locks and seals to be provided by the Seerc-
tary of the Treasury, The keys to be always in
custody of the Inspector, or officer in charze,
This cistero-house is connected by a pipe witn
the worm-tub, whish tub connects with the still,
and through this the spirits flow into the cis
tern-house, From the cistern the spirits haye
to be drawn off under the eye of the Inspector
and pot into barrels, and 1mmedintely guaged.
Inspected, and marked, and forthwith removed
into bond, Iv this way the spirits never reach
the bands of the digtiller, from the time the
mash is fermented until the spirits go into
market for consumption,

Fitth, The bonded warehouse s also required
to be nndor Jock and key of the Inspector. This
must be a suitable building: “no door, window,
or other opening shall be permitted in the wall-
thereof, leading to any other room, bullding, or
into the distillery,”

Thix warchouse of Wright's we tind in the
third story ot the distillery, with door opendng
into the distillery, partitioned off in the upper
room of the distullery, contrary to law, and
open toillicic practices; and instead of being
secured against any entrance except by the
key of the patent lock, the Assessor opened it
with & screw-driver, Iu the absence of the In-
spector there is nothing to prevent the distiller
from baving access to the warehonsa and the
cistern-house, aud carrying off the spirits,
as is nlleged was doue lo a great extent.

Sixth. The key of the cistern-house was in
custody of one of the workman, as shown
by bis evidence: a padlock he savs was put on,
a8 the key of the patent lock tnd been lost for
several days,

Seventh, The books of the distiller must con-
tein all the matervinls used for the purpose of
producing =pivits; the number of gullons of
splrits distilled;: number of gallons placed 1n
warchouse and the proof therco!: number of
gallons gold, with the proof thereoi; name and
Pluce of buziuer‘s. or resldence, of the person to
whom sold; and tri-monthly an account taken
from bis books, and verified by oath, of all the
facts occurring afier the last day of account
preceding, by whom made, and in the preseace
of the Assessor or Asgistant Assessor, who shall
append thereto his certiticute of its execulion,

"het books of the above establishment had no
eniries in them ot anything since the last of No-
vember, although operating nearly all the thme,
day sud nlebt. About three persons Lo whom
whisky bad been sold were recorded in oil,
amounting to about five barrels altogether for
the whole period since he commenced-—about
1st of October last wll December 19, the day
he s topped,

Intlons of lnw are very severe, amounting, io a
case like this, to many thousands of dollars,
We will pohice 2 uumber of the distilleries he
has been the means of stopping. Ouvein Cherry
stiget wus resched throogh & mineral water
establishment, thence to a stable, and through
the stalls to & door which lad u bar over it,
which, on opening, there was discoverad a still

tof, It seems in this cose tont the Inspentor hnd
recipgned two weeke previously, and the distil-
lety left In the hands of the workmen., Aunother
bad a reotifying apparntus in the cellsr of a
retall Hquor shop, where they had been illiottly
rectifying for some time, having o place in the
back yard to empty the spirits, through which it
was conveyed i pipes to the oeliar, We have
detailed sofficlent to abow the condition of
ihings in this Distriel, BSuch great reforms have
been aceomplished |n the short space of onv
month, beaides the reassssepont of all persons
who distillod under the old law, amounting o
nhout s hundred, Under the new law there are
nhout torty-one distilleries. Of all these bt
nbout two had taken oot a leense under the
new lnw, and pald thelr tux, and that was insnl-
ficlent, The Asscetor notified ol e appear, and
on examination tound only three of them
Hoensed, and sascertained thut " but  litle.
If mny, ottention had been glven to these
caser, There were but few excceptions who had
complied with the Isw in any particular.

There are other matters which we will take up
nvother time, as the field for the correction of
abuses wo find is Inree.

Tne HormicvrruraLl Hanr—Ax Ex-
FLANATORY CARD FROM THE AROHITEOT.—Yes-
terdny afternoon we gave currency to the ramor
that some of the walls of thz new bullding, nd-
jacent to the Aocademy of Music, were in an
uusafe condition, We have receved, and print
with pledsure, an explanalory communication
in reference to the suhiject, sigoed by Mr. Bloan,
the architect, and Mr. King, Ciairman of the
Bullding Commitice of the Horticaltural Hall
Association. By reference to the communics-
tion in question, it will be seen that there ls a
defect in one ol the walls, to the extent of a de-
vintion of five inches from the perpendicular.

But ns this defect is to be instantly remedied,
we have no doubt shat when the buillding is
compleied, it will be one of the strongest and
eafest, as well as one of the most beautiful and
commodions in the city, The letter from
Messrs, Bloan & King reads as follows:—

To the Editor of The Evening Tvlegraphi—

8irs>—The notice which appeared in your 1o-
Pﬂrtorill colutnns of yesterday m regard (o this
nilding has« both surprised and palved those
who have been engaged 1o its erection, and ou
their behalf we hasten to lny before your rendegs
the following faots, which, we doubt not, will
satisfy the public mind 1bat every care has been
taken 1n 18 erection, to make this buollding
not merely as sfromg, but, as we believe, for
stromger than nny sdiffice ol a slufler kind in
Pullacelphin, The reputation of tbe architect
(Sswuel Slosn, Esq.), together with the follow-
ing detaitled deseriptiou of the bullding, will, i
Is confidently ex pected, be n sutlicient guarante
of the truth of this aesertion:—

The lowest foundations, or *foolings," as they
are technienlly called, are tarce [eel six inohiss
thick, the rewainder of the slone basement walls
thirty-three inches thick, apd all the outer brick
walls thirty one loches thick, and the back or
eable wall thirty inches, with foundations four
feet thick. All these walls were built of the
best materials and by experienced mechanics,
The “shores” or supports, ‘o which your reportier
refers, on the =outh ide, were meicly of o pre-
cautionary cha'acter, soch as every prudent
meehanic would conis'der necesary in a building
of this immense slze (fwo hundred feet in
length), until the rufters were rolsed, and all
these supports have been removed since the
rafters were raised, All the brick wulls in
the building are of egrest strength (nearly u
milllon ot bricks having been used lu their
srection), and arve perfectly perpendicular
The ounly defect in the whole bulldipg, and
(hat a very slight one, 18 In the back or gable
wall, which is a mere purtitiom wall, end has
peither floor nor roo! to svsmain, The whole
of 1his wall, at the time of ita ciection, and
{bree-fourths of it at the present time,
is perfectly perpendicalar ;3 obut a  small
portion of it, owing to unequal dryine and set-
tling, has deviated five inches from the perpen-
dicwtar, Tnis, in a thirty inch pactition wall, 1=
soarccly perceptible, and could hardly be con-
sidered unsafe; but as the building commities
desired to bave the bullding witbout a blemisth
of ary kind, they, of their own accord, sent lor
the Building Inspectors, and, alter n caretal and
eritical examinstion, it was decided that Sthis
shight defect should be remedied as soon as
practicable. At the same time (he building in-
gpectors expressed their nnqualified admiration
of the great strength of the other parts of the
building.

In conclnsion, the committer having cherge
of this bullding have no obiect iu view but to
furnish the public with not only a very haod-
some and comwodious, bul & perfectly sale hall
tor their use ; and in doing this neither puins
nor expense shall be spared, as they feel guite
as much as thewr fellow-citizens can possibly do,
the great imporiance of having such a building
not only perlectly sale, but beyond suspicion.
We give below the written opinion of the archi-
tect, Mr, Samuel Bloan, and pow leave this
matter te a gengrous pubhc:—

The whole building has been srranged and
coustrocted with a view of making it onc of the
most subsiantin]l of the kind erected; and I
think aund trust that my experisnce in such
matters will aesure the public that the building
ean be relied on as verfeetly safe in every poar-
ticnlar, Bas., Spoax, Architeet,

Their next attempt was the entrance of the
safe door. Appearances show that they were
either inexpericoeed in that species ol work-
manship, or were witbout tools, They tore of
the ifron sheeting of the door with an irou
wedge used to pry open boxes: then knocking
out the intervening Sre-prool pluster work, 2ol
ut the lock, opened the door, and rauvsacked
every drawer, box, and documen® thegein,
Boing not very sueccasiul in thelr search, thes
uppropriated 1o themselves some of the best
musical instrumoents in the store, also all of 2
late imporiation of violin strings, A canfily,
w hich had been out of use nud laid upon & she'f,
save llght lor t(heir operations, he loass i«
about $1200.
